Supreme Court Reverses 


Itself, Cites Require- 
ment for .

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (AP).— 


In a far-reaching opinion, the Su- 
preme Court ruled today that Ne- 
vada divorces, under present law 
and the Constitution, 
recognized by other states.

Justice Douglas delivered a 6-to-2 


decision which overruled a previous 
Supreme Court opinion expressing 
contrary views. 


Specifically, the tribunal held 


that North Carolina is required 
under existing law to recognize 
Nevada divorces obtained by a 
North Carolina man and woman 
from their respective mates before 
their - marriage to each other.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (AP).— 
Attorney General Biddle an- 
nounced today a Federal grand 
jury at Fort Wayne, Ind., had in- 
dicted the Anaconda Wire,& Cable 
Co., Marion, Ind., and five of its 
officers on a charge of conspiracy 
to defraud the United States and 
to present “false claims in the pro- 
duction and sale of wire and cable 
used by the armed forces for com- 
bat communication purposes.” 

“This is one of the most repre- 
hensible cases of defrauding the 
Government and endangering the 
lives of American soldiers and sail- 
ors ever to come to the attention 
of the Department of Justice,” 
Biddle déclared in a formal state- 
ment, 

“I can conceive of nothing more 
vicious, or treacherous, than delib- 
erately supplying opr armed forces 
with defective war material; and 
I am informed that. only the alert- 
ness of Government inspectors and 
the promptness with which the 
war frauds unit and the F. B. I. 
investigated complaints in this case 
has prevented enormous quantities 
of defective wire and cable from 
being transported to our troops 
overseas.”

Found 20 Miles South 
of Miami, Fla. 


MIAMI, Fla., Dec. 21.—The mys- 


man, former St. Louis promoter, 


revealed neither had drowned. 

I, R. Mills, an investigator for 
the State Attorney, said no water 
had been found in the ‘men’s lungs. 
He added that earlier reports that 
Brinkman had suffered a severe 
head wound were untrue. There

Mills said Brinkman’s viscera 
would be sent by airplane to the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
technical laboratory at Washing- 
ton for examination. 

Missing Since Tuesday. 

Brinkman, 55 years old, and his 
companion, ‘49, had been missing 
since last Tuesday when they set 
out from Card Sound, 40. miles 
south of here, in the former’s 23- 
foot cruiser, the B. G. B. It was 
believed the two were returning 
the boat to Miami. 

Mills said the autopsies indicat- 
ed both bodies had been in the wa- 
ter four or five days. This sug- 
gested the two died soon after they 
put out from Card Sound. 

The cruiser has not yet been 
found. An intensive search for the 
boat by the Coast Guard and the 
Civil Air Patro] continued today. 

“If we f the boat,” Mills said, 


“it an interesting story 
to tell.” 
Boat, Calm Sea. 


Millis said the B. G. B. was a 
sturdily-built boat, and the sea off 
the Miami coast had been relative- 
ly calm during the past week, 

. The two bodies were found float- 
ing about two miles apart in shal- 
low bay water off Black Point. 
Both were sighted from the air by 
searching flyers. The body of 
Brinkman was recovered - shortly 
after 9 o’clock yesterday morning. 
Sedano’s body was recovered about 
eight hours later. They were re 
turned at once to Miami, where 
friends identified them and — 
sies were performed. 

Authorities were puzzled by the 
absence of evidence of physical 
violence and the fact no water 
was found in either man’s lungs. 

“From what we have found s0 
far,” Mills explained, “it is pos- 
sible some kind of explosion oc- 
curred on the boat, or Brinkman 
and Sedano were overcome by 
some sort of gas—carbon monoxide, 
possibly. At any rate, we know 
they were dead before they went 
into the water.” 


Brinkman, who once owned and 
operated Forest Park Highlands, 
was rated as a millionaire. He lost 
his fortune in 1935 in the promo-

UN GERMAN PORT 
LOSE 11 BOMBERS 


U. S. Blow at France— 
40 Nazis Downed by 
American Flyers in 
Running Fights. 


LONDON, Dec. 21 (AP).— The 
Royal Air Force pounded Ger- 
many’s great inland port of Duis- 
burg at the junction of the Rhine 
and Ruhr rivers last night in‘a 
swift follow-up to a daylight raid 
by American Flyfng Fortresses and 
Liberators which penetrated deep 
into occupied France yesterday 
through swarms ‘of German fight- 


ers. 
“A strong force of our bombers 
attacked industrial . objectives at 
Duisburg in clear ‘weather . and 
bright moonlight,” the Air Ministry 
said. “The attack was heavy and 
concentrated and many large fires 
were left burning.” 
The German high command said 
both explosives and incendiaries 
were loosed on Duisburg. 
“Considerable damage was done, 
especially in the residential] dis- 
trictg and to public buildings,” said 
the communique broadcast by the 
Berlin radio. “The population sus- 
tained losses.” :

OWI GIVES DETAILS ON ARMY 
-DISCHARGES OF MEN OVER 38 


Employers and Men Themselves 
Must Initiate Action for Re- 
» turn to Essential Jobs. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 21 (AP).— 
Employers and the men themselves 
must initiate action to obtain hon- 
orable discharges for soldiers 38 
years and older to return to essen- 
tial jobs in war industries and 
agriculture, the Office of War In- 
formation reported today. 

The OWI said the War Man- 
power Commission and other -ci- 
vilian Government agencies have 
no authority to obtain releases, al- 
though they have been showered 
with requests. 

The discharges may be obtained 
directly from the Army for enlisted 
men 38 years or older, who are 
“unable to satisfactorily perform 
military service, but who are quali- 
fied to assist the national war ef- 
fort,” it was explained, 

. Hach application will be consid- 
ered individually and no soldier 
“will be discharged by the Army 
“unless a suitable trained replace- 
ment is present and available.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (AP).— 
Manpower Commissioner Paul V. 
McNutt estimated today that more 
than 150,000 college men would get 
temporary draft deferments to con- 
medical, engineering and 


In addition to these who will 


remain in school as civilians, 150,- 
000 uniformed men will be sent to 
school by the military services for 
specialized training, McNutt said. 


Deferments for the civilian stu- 


dents will last until the end of the 
school term which is in progress 
on next March 1, and McNutt told 
a press conference that plans 
would be perfected meanwhile to 
finance the education of a number 
of the men. 


The exact number, he remarked, 


will depend upon what appropria- 
tion is voted by Congress. McNutt 
said education of women as well 
as men was contemplated, and in- 
dicated that students financed 
under this plan would be allowed 
to choose their colleges.

1700 YOUTHS OF 18 
REGISTER FOR DRAFT 


Survey in City and County 
Shows Number Signed Up 
in First 10 Days. 


About 1700 youths who have be- 
come 18 years old since last June 
30 have registered in St. Louis and 
St. Louis County during the first 
10 days of the new Selective Serv- 
ice registration, it was shown in 
a survey of draft boards today. 

With the registration period half 
over, it was indicated that the 


number of registrants would fall 
short of the 5000 total anticipated 
by Selective Service officials for 
the city and county. ; 

Youths who have become 18 in 
the last six months will register 
up to Dec, 31. After that date, 
those who become 18 must register 
with their draft boards on their 
birthdays. 

A total of 1100 youths from this 
area registered from Dec. 11, start 
of the new registration period, up 
to last Friday. This was the week 
set aside for registration of those 
who reached their eighteenth birth- 
day last July and August. 

This week youths who became 18 
in September and October are reg- 
istering. About 600 in this age 
group have appeared at their draft 
boards since Friday. 

There will be no registration on 
Friday, Christmas day, but the fol- 
lowing week will be for registra- 
tion of youths whose eighteenth 
birthdays occurred’ in November 
and this month. 

Selective Service officials said 
the number of registrants probably 
was smaller than anticipated be- 
cause of previous enlistments of 
18-year-olds, Draft board employes 
complained the three-week: regis- 
tration period and the keeping of 
the boards open on Sundays was 
entirely unnecessary because of 
the few registrants there were for 
each ward,

Of Ordeals Soldiers Face in Pacific| 


Few Who Have Not Been There Can Com- 
, prehend the World in Which They Are Mak- 
ing Gallant Fight, He Says in Broadcast. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 21 (AP).— 
Eddie Rickenbacker, home after 
his harrowing experiences in the 
South Pacific and in the “hell-hole” 
of Guadalcanal, told his story per- 
sonally to the American people 
over nationwide radio hookups yes- 
terday. 

The story—of the three weeks he 
and seven others floated on a raft 
in the ocean: after their airplane 
ran out of gasoline, and of the 
things he saw in that theater of 
war—was much the same as he 
told newspaper men in Washing- 
ton and later in New York. 

“Sitting here in the comfort of 
my own home on a Sunday after- 
noon just five days before Christ- 
mas, I find it rather difficult to 
visualize that entirely different 
world some thousands of miles 
away in the Pacific from which I 
have returned,” the‘ flying ace of 
the first World War said yester- 
day. 

Hard to Comprehend Contrasts. 

“Few Americans who have not 
been there can comprehend that 
world in which our armed forces 
are making the gallant fight for 
us, for such Sunday afternoons and 
Christmas.” 

Rickenbacker, who spoke over 
NBC, Columbia, Mutual and the 
Blue network, then reviewed the 
latest of his many thrilling ex- 
periences—this time a war mission 
for Secretary Stimson. He told of 
his giant ship getting off its course, 
of the frantic last hour SOS appeal 
made by radio, and of the landing 
on the ocean. 

His voice broke momentarily as 
he told of the death of Sergt. A. T. 


Kaczmarczyk several days after 


they had been floating about help- 
legsly. Kaczmarczyk was the only 
fatality. 

Five days before Rickenbacker 
was reported missing he dictated 
Christmas greetings to be sent to 
his friends. His friends are re- 
ceiving those greetings now. 

Text of Christmas Greeting. 

Here ig the text: 

“With the coming of yuletide, 
pur nation has passed another 
milestone with its first year of 

l-out war, the consequences of 
which most of us are not aware. 

“In entering the second year of 
global war, we find our soldiers,

sailors and aviators in all parts 
of the world upholding the tradi- 
tions that have made this nation 


great. : 

“Despite the suffering and mis- 
ery to be endured, I am sure that 
the new year will be ushered in 


victory ahead, 

“So while we are enjoying 
Christmas at home, let us not for- 
get our loved and dear ones in 
the four corners of the world and 
share with them the spirit that 
makes us proud and glad of our 
heritage; trusting that 1943, or 
thé not too distant future, will see 
them home again with us—happy 
for the privilege of having served. 

“To you and yours, my best 
wishes for as happy a holiday sea- 
son as this grim war will permit.

PILES NEAR CITIES 


Says Travel and F reight 


Movement Will Be Still 
More Restricted Due to 
War Demands. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (AP).— 
This country faces still more dras- 
tic restrictions on travel and ship- 
ment of goods, Donald M. Nelson, 
chairman of the War Production 
Board, warned yesterday in. a 
letter to Chairman Murray (Dem.), 
Montana, of the Senate Small 
Business Committee. 

“The mobility of consumers will 

be greatly restricted, both of ne- 
cessity and by consumer choice,” 
Nelson wrote. “Travel by automo- 
bile is due for restriction much 
more drastic than that obtaining 
today. Travel by common carrier 
will be increasingly inconvenient 
and in some instances not per- 
missible. Reduced variety of goods, 
rationing, price controls, the value 
of time to the individual, and the 
general level of consumer incomes 
are among the factors which will 
reduce consumers’ desire to ‘shop 
around’ or to buy at a distance 
from home, 
' “It is concefvable that military 
factors may even necessitate the 
restriction of travel and of freight 
movement in certain areas. These 
factors suggest that goods must be 
available to consumers close to 
their homes, and that such locally 
available merchandise should cover 
almost the whole range of essen- 
tial needs.” 

In this connection, Nelson sug- 
gested storing civilian supplies 
near consuming centers as one 
safeguard against distribution 
breakdowns. He commented, how- 
ever, that “whatever the system 
which emerges, it may be subject 
to breakdown for shorter or longer 
periods and in smaller or larger 
areas.” 

“There may be occasions, hours, 
days or weeks in duration, when 
civilian goods cannot be moved in 
adequate quantities to or from cer- 
tain areas,” he said. “It may well 
be advisable, therefore, to have 
considerable inventories of food, 
fuel, clothing and health supplies 
stored adjacent to consumers at 
all times against such an event- 
uality.” 

Nelson promised that the “tan- 
gible and intangible resources of 
many of our smaller business en- 
terprises, manufacturers and dis- 
tributors .. . will be put to 
work.” 

Nelson submitted to Murray’s 
committee a list of questions relat- 
ing to policy on which he said 
WPB would appreciate suggestions, 
among them: : 

“The extent to which freedom of 
entry into the distributing trades 
should be suspended during the 
war. Any such proposal will re- 
quire decision as to the extent to 
which wholesalers and retailers 
should be prevented from shifting 
from one branch of distribution to 
another when they are pressed by 
shortages of supplies. ... 

“The extent to which it is desir- 
able to control the variety of mer- 
chandise sold by retailers. For ex- 
ample, a number of retailers have 
recently increased the types of 
goods handled because of the cur- 
tailment of the supply of some of 
their previous lines of merchandise. 

“The nature of the steps that 
should be taken to withdraw man- 
power from the distributing trades 
so as to maximize the war effort 
and at the same time maintain 


necessary distribution service.”

GEN. HORII REPORTED 
KILLED IN ACTION 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
AUSTRALIA, Dec. 21 (AP).—Allied 
tanks and infantry smashed today 
at dwindling Japanese forces 
trapped in a horseshoe pocket in 
the Buna Mission area of New 
Guinea, and Allied headquarters 
said the enemy commander, Lieut. 
Gen. Tomatore Horii, had been re- 
ported killed in action. 


landed troops on Dec. 19. 
Consolidated B-24 bombers blast- 
ed the wharf area there with 500- 
pound bombs, starting numerous 
fires and wrecking a warehouse. 
Three of eight Japanése fighters 
which tried to intercept them were 
shot down. 

MacArthur’s headquarters, in an- 
nouncing that Gen. Horii is be- 
lieved to have been killed, released 
a message of instruction the Jap- 
anese commander issued to his 
troops Sept. 9 when the invaders 
were at the farthest point of their 
advance along the Kokoda trail to- 
ward Port Moresby. 

The instructions, found on pris- 
oners and on Japanese dead, 
boasted of “rapid pursuit of the 
enemy.” It ordered the Japanese 
“to strengthen your morale and 
when next we go into action, we 
will ungrudgingly throw in the 
whole fighting power of the army.” 

Horii had commanded successful 
landings at Wake 
islands, at Rabaul, New Britain, 
and at Lae, Salamaua and Buna.

The trap was drawn tighter with 
capture of the Cape Endaiadere 
region Friday by Australian shock 
troops, and Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur’s command announced that 
a general attack, spearheaded by 
tanks and artillery, was now under 
way against Japanese remnants on 
this right flank. A communique 
declared the “enemy’s position is 
deteriorating.” 

It was the first time that the 
Allies had used tanks in a general 
assault on this front. Field dis- 
patches identified the tanks as 
light American-made “General 
Stuarts” manned by Australians. 

_ Two Enemy Pockets. 

Enemy forces at Buna Mission 
represent one of the two re- 
maining pockets of resistance on 
the Papuan peninsula, after suc- 
cessive Allied capture of Gona, 
Buna and Cape Endaiadere. The 
other pocket is at nearby Cape 
Sanananda, north of Buna. 

The Allied noon communique 
said ground had been gained in 
other sectors of the front and 
equipment, including 20 machine 
guns, captured, and added: 

“The enemy’s casualties have 
been heavy. The Japanese com- 
mander, Lieut. Gen. Horii, is re- 
ported to have been killed in 
action.” 

No details were given of Horii’s 
reported death. He appeared in 
New Guinea last fall and was 
known as a specialist in landing 
operations. 

Japs Strongly Entrenched. 

The Japanese in the two pockets 
were strongly entrenched in pill- 
box fortifications, and were resist- 
ing fiercely. Australian troops 
swept throtigh to the Cape Endaia- 
dere area in an hour’s assault 
Friday, but had to smash past an 
elaborate system of pillboxes, some 
of steel and concrete, set in dense 
coconut groves or among palm 
trees. 

After capture of Cape Endaia- 
dere, the general attack was 
opened against the invaders’ strong 
fortifications in a narrow strip 
west of the Cape. Here the enemy 
bas a concentration of pillboxes, 
especially along a creek at the 
western end, according to press 
dispatches from the front, 

The strip itself is clear ground 
with swamps paralleling it to the 
north and south, adding to the en- 
emy’s defensive position. 

American troops followed up be- 
hind the wave of Australians that 
swept a Japanese force estimated 
at 600 men from the Cape Endaia- 
dere area. The Americans were 
praised for excellent patrol work 
of the last three weeks which lo- 
cated the enemy strongpoints. The 
Australians timed their attack for 
7 a. m., following a heavy barrage, 
so that the sun could clear shad- 
ows from the dense jungle. Austra- 


lian fighters turned west, after

TRALIAN TROOPS IN NEW 
GUINEA, Dec, 21.— Breaking the 
deadlock amid swamps and ma- 
chine-gun swept coconut groves at 
Cape Endaiadere, east of Buna, 
Allied forces have sent a sweep 
of Australian and American 
troops along the full outer length 
of this strategic cape. Japanese 
possession of Buna’s first-class

nearer Cape Endaiadere was 


| threatened by the Allis’ encircling 


hovement along the coast, but as 
this is written had not yet been 
definitely shaken, 


The overrun Japanese trenches, 
protecting both airdromes ‘ to 
the rear and running at right 
angles to the beach, had al- 
ready resisted the efforts of the 
Australian artillery and American 
dive bombing, although they were 
simpler than the trenches else- 
where which I saw shortly after 
dawn from a tree-top observation 
post. 

In this stiff battle, by no means 
so one-sided as it sounds, probably 
800 or 400 Japanese lost their lives 
and many who fled through the 
underbrush to the heavier Japa- 
nese pillboxes ranged along the two 
airdromes, were presumably 
wounded. Some even tried to swim 
to sea from the palm-fringed beach 
where the impassive sea flanked 
this very bloody engagement. 

While the Allied step toward 
hemming the Japanese from the 
sea on the east was a tactical: suc- 
cess, it was naturally not accom- 
plished without losses in material 
and men. The brunt of the losses 
was borne by the Australians, The 
Americans, who have fought dog- 
gedly in this sector under heavy

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Japanese and artillery fire, were 
sent in this time to follow up the 
Australians. 

Going up with the American 
troops into trenches still occupied 
by occasional Japanese shamming 
death, I, with the others, had an 
ugly half hour when a Jap 16 
yards away opened up with gre- 
nades, while his mate, hidden 
somewhere high in the coconut 
palms, began trying to pick off in- 
dividuals crouched in holes with 
his rifle, whose whipcrack reports 
sent bullets singing near. 

The biting chdtter of Tommy 
gung was almost continuous and 
the fighting continued long after 
the forward troops 1 ade their 
sweep. The Japanese used one 


| flame-thrower. and this was cap- 


tured. But not until the entire 
ground had been gone over three 
or four times and every closely in- 
terlaced trench—several had bays 
enabling fire to be directed to any 
point of the compass and loop- 
holes hung over with dissembling 
grass—had been searched was it 
possible to move otherwise than 
by dashing from shellhole to shell- 
hole. : 

Frank Hewlett of the United 
Press and Murlin Spencer of the 
Associated Press occupied adjacent 
shellholes to me when the Japa- 
nese crawled from hiding to re- 
sume fire after the forward troops 
had passed, but an American and 
an Australian photographer had 
the narrowest shaves. ,George 
Strock of Life magazine photo- 
graphed a dead Jap who suddenly 
came to life when Strock’s back 
was turned. 

“He sat up and blinked, he did,” 
said the Aussie who later shot him. 

The Jap then came toward 
George Silk, Australian photogra- 
pher, with his hands above his 
head as though in token of sur- 
render. Suddenly he rapped his 
head with his’ left hand, which 
infantrymen near Silk fortunately 
observed was holding a grenade. 
The Jap was disposed of before 
the grenade could be cast. 

For at least an hour before the 
battle, American B-25 Mitchells 
and Australian Beaufighters could 
be seen sweeping low over the 
Japanese positions, bombing them 
from little more than tree-top level. 

Awaiting the battle by starlight, 
I saw repeated pillars of yellow 
flames outlined against the sky, 
which was seared with red 
scratches of anti aircraft as Jap- 
anese airdrome gunners strove to 
put a deadly crimson finger on our 
planes. Promptly at 7 o’clock in 
the evening, following an artillery 
barrage which insured the Japs’ 
presence in the trenches, a Jap 
prisoner was taken alive. Getting 
him was difficult, because as soon 
as the surrender was perceived by 
others in nearby trenches all their 
fire was directed against that spot. 
The Jap with whom I rode part 
of the way into our lines was_hit 
in the head. Like others, this Jap 
seemed well fed and in good spirits. 

Sergt. Robert Almonds of Mun- 
roe, Wis., who was near me when 
the firing broke out, led his men 
out ferreting for Japs. 

“T never saw them dug in so 
deep. I threw in one grenade in 
that hole, went on, and then had 
to come back and put down two 
more,” he said. 

Lieut. Frank J. Spoerle of Bloom- 
ington, Wis., said: 

“A sniper got an Aussie Major 
in the leg while you were shell- 
holed.” | 

Néarby were Sergt. Frank §&8. 
Tyler of Detroit, Edwin J. Rice of 
Judah, Wis., who was checking 
his grenades, and Carl Hasenbusgh 
of Milwaukee. 

Another American patrol, includ- 
ing William Sanford of Oakland, 
Cal, handed about a tommy gun. 
Sergt. Leslie Tertin of Monroe, 
Wis., said: 

“I just got up half to my knees 
from a shelihole when this bullet 
hit my trigger and threw me over.” 

The trigger was smashed and the 
blow saved Tertin’s life, throwing 
him back into cover. 

In another shellhole close beside 
the blackened beach and under the 
frayed palms sat a circle including 
Richard Johnson of Portage, Wis.; 
Lioyd Griffith of Custer, Mich.; 
Ralph Harrison of Beloit, Wis.; 
Sergt. Russell Huntirigton of Ma- 
son, Mich.; William Walker-of Lo- 
gan, Utah; Bernard Schaéfer of 
Wilmington, Cal.; Carl Crow of 
West Plains, Mo.; and William D. 
Forster of Radium, Colo. When 
the Japanese tried to swim, this 
group picked them out in the water 
with rifles. They were uncertain 
how many they had shot but were 
looking forward to getting their 
first swim in the Coral Sea now 
that Japanese snipers no longer 
dominated the beach. |

But society also has an 
interest in the avoidance of polyg-

“And. other . states have an 
equally legitimate concern: in the 
status of persons domiciled there 
as respects the institution of mar- 
riage. 

“So when a court of one state 
acting in accord with the require- 
ments of procedural due process 
alters the marital status of one 
domiciled in that state by granting 
him a divorce from his absent 
spouse, we cannot say its decree 
should be excepted from the full 
faith and credit clause, merely be- 
cause its enforcement or recogni- 
tion in another state would con- 
flict with the policy of the latter.

The Nazis were being forced to 
move their bases back toward the 
Rostov area, 250 miles from Stalin- 
grad. As the aerial supply route 
lengthened, the German transports 
faced increasing danger from 
Soviet fighters which were official- 
ly reported to have shot down 94 
of the big carriers in the last week. 

The latest of Hitler's armies 
placed in peril in Southern Russia 
was counterattacking fiercely in an 
attempt to slow the new onslaught, 
but the Soviet noon communique 
said the enemy, under the heavy 
blows of the Red Army, was “roll- 
ing back to the southwest, suffer- 
ing heavy losses.” 

Much Material Captured. 

To the 28,000 Germans already 
reported killed in this new offen- 
sive the Russians added nearly 
1700 more today. More weary and 
chilled German prisoners joined 
the 13,500 sent streaming back to 
the rear during the first five days 
of the offensive. 

One Soviet unit alone killed 1300 
Nazi troops in recapturing several 
more villages in the middle Don 
region, and in another sector 380 
more lay dead on the field of bat- 
tle after Russian forces had evict- 
ed them from a populated point. 
Large quantities of equipment 
were captured. 

(The German high command said 
“the Russians succeeded in break- 
ing into the defensive front on the 
middle Don,” but were “driven 
back out again in dashing counter- 
attacks.” Heavy fighting on the 
Volga-Don front before Stalingrad 
is continuing with “savage tank 
and infantry battles,’ ’the Nazi com- 
munique said, 

Reds Press Two Other Drives. 

There was no faltering in the 
two offensives already under way 
when the new storm was loosed 
on the Germans, the communique 
reported. The Red Army contin- 
ued to drive forward in the Rzhev 
area on the central front, west of 
Moscow, and the communique said 
500 of the enemy were killed in a 
bitter fight for a strongly fortified 
position in one sector. 

In the Stalingrad area, too, there 
was heavy fighting, with the Ger- 
mans counterattacking viciously 
both northwest and southwest of 
the city and the Russians stub- 
bornly protecting their gains and 
pressing for more. 

The midday communique said 
that Soviet airmen destroyed 20 
enemy planes in a raid on a Ger- 
man airdrome and shot down three 
more in air fights. 

Two-Pronged Drive on Don. 

The Russian offensive on the 
middle Don is a great enveloping 
operation. One offensive force 
sweeping down from the Voronezh 
region is under the command of 
Lieut. Gen. F. I. Golikov, com- 
mander of the Voronezh garrison 
who visited the United States and 
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Great Britain a few months ago 
as a member of the Soviet Pur- 
chasing Committee. The other 
army, operating in the Upper Don 
elbow, is under Col. Gen. N. F. 
Vatutin, commander of the south- 
western front. 

Already astride the strategic 
Moscow-Rostov railway line, Rus- 
sian troops were reported bearing 
down on the key railroad junction 
of Millerovo, about 130 miles north 
of Rostov. A special communique, 
the second in two days on the new 
offensive, said the Reds had occu- 
pied Mankovo-Kalitvenskaya, 30 
miles north of Millerovo, and Deg- 
teva, about 25 miles northeast of 
the junction. Other towns listed 
as retaken were Sheptukhovka, 
Kuteinikov, Alekseyevo - Lozovs- 
kaya, Setrakovsky, Meskov, Bas- 
kovskaya, Krushilin and Kargins- 
kaya. 

The advancigg troops also threat- 
ened the key cities of Rossosh and 
Chertkova, and were reported 
within 150 miles of the steel 
manufacturing center of Khar- 
kov. 

16-Mile Advance in One Day. 

The Russian said “our troops 
pursuing the routed and hurriedly 
retreating German Fascist troops 
advanced 25 to 30 kilometers (16 
to 19 miles). Altogether since the 
beginning of the offensive our 
troops have advanced 75 to 120 
kilometers (47 to 75 miles).” 


The offensive began Dec. 16 and 
the special communique said Soviet 
forces had captured vast quantities 
of war equipment, including 89 
tanks “as well as a trainload of 
tanks,” 1320 guns of various cali- 
bers, 800 mortars, 1969 machine 
guns, more than 10,000,000 rifle 
cartridges, more than 1,000,000 
mines and shells, 6320 trucks, 3600 
horses, 77 supply stores and 70 ra- 
dio stations. 

During yesterday's operations 
alone the Germans lost 8000 killed 
and 3500 prisoners, the communi- 
que asserted. 

Nine German divisions have been 
routed in the new drive and the 
army newspaper Red Star reported 
that the pace of the retreat in 
some sections was so fast that “we 
can pursue them only in our au- 
tomobiles.” 

New Threat to Stalingrad Nazis. 

The middle Don offensive is 
northwest of the Stalingrad salient 
where 22 German divisions are 
fighting in a narrow corridor be- 
tween the Don and Volga. Cut- 
ting of the Moscow-Rostov railway 
gave the Nazis to the south new 
problems of supply and seriously 
threatened the route of escape of 
the German divisions outside Sta- 
lingrad. ; 

The Nazis still were resisting 
stubbornly, however, in the Stalin- 
grad area. The Germans on this 
front were most aggressive south- 
west of the Volga city, where they 
were battering fiercely but unsuc- 
cessfully at the Russian lines. Near 
a collective farm {= that area, the 
regular midnight communique re- 
ported, the Germans launched eight 
counterattacks, but finally were 
forced to retreat leaving 1500 dead 
on the field of battle.

40 Nazis Planes Downed, 


Some of the bitterest air fighting } 


of the war occurred during the 
raid by big United States bombers 
on Romilly-sur-Seine yesterday, 


but the exact total of enemy fight- 
ers destroyed still was withheld 
pending completion of operational 
reports. An Air Force spokesman 
said last night, however, that a 
preliminary check indicated the 
number would run to more than 
40 planes. 

The bag was so satisfactory that 
it entailed an extended review of 
individual claims, Air Force head- 
quarters said, adding that its tally 
showed six American bombers 
missing. 

The main objectives of the foray 
were the Nazi aircraft park 
and airdrome at Romilly-sur- 
Seine, 80 miles beyond Paris. 
The assault marked the end of an 
eight-day lull in large-scale aerial 
operations over France due to bad 
weather and represented the deep- 
est daylight thrust into the conti- 
nent by American bombers, 

Flying southward over Paris, 
where many of the American air- 
men had their first glimpse of the 
Eiffel Tower, the four-motored 
planes soon were beyond range of 
their protecting fighters. 

The raiders ran into swarms of 
the latest type German fighters— 
Focke-Wulf 190s and Messerschmitt 
1098s. The loss of the six heavy 
planes was the largest suffered in 
a single day by the American bomb- 
ing squadrons, but the big toll 
taken of enemy fighter ships, and 
pilots’ reports of huge columns of 
smoke and debris raised by their 
bombs falling on hangars and re- 
pair shops at the air field, re- 
emphasized the fact that Hitler 
must keep a huge air armada on 
hand to fend off the blasting Brit- 
ish-American attacks on his home 
front. Romilly-sur-Seine, in addi- 
tion to the air field, contains rail- 
way shops, 

While the air field was under 
attack, nearly 300 aircraft, includ- 
ing American, of the Allied fighter 
command were sweeping over 
Northern France from Le Havre 
to Graveline, but the Germans of- 
fered little opposition in that area. 


Day Raid on Reich, 
British Mosquito bombers also 
hit at railway and industrial tar- 
gets and an airfield in Northwest 
Germany and fighter planes struck 


at railway and canal targets in 
Holland. The Air, Ministry said 
one Mosquito bomber was downed 
and two coastal command aircraft 
were missing. 

Crews of the Flying Fortresses 
and Liberators said the German 
fighters hounded them most of the 
way toward Romilly-sur-Seine, and 
on the return trip to the coast, 
with some of the Nazi craft, 
gaudily decorated with blue and 
red war paint, coming at the bomb- 
er formations head-on with guns 
blazing and “lighting up the edges 
of the wings of the enemy planes 
like Christmas trees.” 

“We would see their vapor trails 
long before the planes were visible, 
so we had plenty of notice they 
were coming,” one pilot said. 

“Our tail gunner counted 106 
Germans around us in about two 
hours,” said Second Lieut. James 
C. Brown, Minneapolis, navigator 
on one bomber. “For a while we 
were getting attacked every 50 sec- 
onds. I must say thuse blankety- 
blanks have got plenty of guts.

HAT is what our strength

They could draw 
from the hidden sources of their 
energy a force which they them- 
selves scarcely dared to believe 
they were capable of. 
And because we did not invent 


this tradition, but are instead pos-|* 


sessed by it and are measured by 
it, our growing power excites hope 
and not fear—exciting it even when 
we blunder, or boast of it, or 
brandish it, and are unworthy of 
it. For we do not proclaim a new 
ideology invented 20 years ago 
in the back alley of an Italian 
city, or in a beer hall in Munich, 
but the common human tradition 
by which in the end all civilized 
men—be they rich or poor, great 
or small—judge and expect them- 
selves to be judged. Hence, we 
shall have.much to say about the 
destiny of our era, in so far as 
we know how to say things which 
belong within’ the growing but 
perennial body of that tradition. 


* *« # 

ECAUSE this tradition is uni- 
versal, there is muqh room 
within it. It is only the Philis- 
tines, of whom there have always 
been many, who think that all the 
choices are exclusive, and that all 
the issues are irreconcilable, and 
that the order of human life must 
be just this or just that. In truth 
the reality of life on this planet is 
infinitely more varied and exuber- 
ant than it is made to appear by

PEACE PROBLEMS AT INSTITUTE

CINCINNATI, Dec. 21.—Only the 
moral and spiritual power of unit- 
ed religious effort can swing the 
delicate balances of history toward 
universal justice, universal love, 
universal brotherhood and univer- 
sal peace after the war, Rabbi 
Ferdinand M. Isserman of Temple 
Israel, St. Louis, chairman of the 
Commission on Justice and Peace 
of the Central Conference of Amer- 
ican bbis, said today at the 
openi session of the Institute on 
Judiaism and a Just and Enduring 
Peace being held at Hebrew Union 
College. 

“For, after the war, when vic- 
tory will have been ours, the fate 
of mankind still will hang in the 
balance,” Rabbi Isserman said. 
“Evidences are not wanting that 
efforts will be made to pervert the 
gains of victory for racial phobias, 
for outworn and immoral isolation, 
for reactionary and Bourbon forces 
of darkness.” . 

Asserting that the peace must 
have no national tinge, Rabbi Is- 
serman said that only by “cease- 
less, cd-operative labors now to win 
the conscience of mankind, espe- 
cially the conscience of English- 
speaking nations, whose voice at 
the peace councils will be so de- 
cisive, is there any hope that a 
better order may come out of the 
present conflict.”

Barney Ross, who won three world 
championships in the ring but now 
does his fighting in far-off Guadal- 
canal as a Corporal in the United 
States Marines, is the winner of 
the Edward J. Neil Memorial Tro- 
phy as boxing’s “man of the year.” 
Although he hasn't pulled on the 
padded gloves in many months, the 
little Chicagoan was the unani- 
mous choice of members of the 
New York Boxing Writers’ Asso- 
ciation to receive the award given 
each year in memory of the former 
Associated Press sports writer who 
was killed in 1938 while serving as 
& War correspondent in Spain. 

The writers considered no other 
candidate than Corp. Barney, who 


only last month stood off a detach- 
ment of Japs and protected three 
wounded comrades all night until 
help arrived the next day. 


It was Nov. 19 that Ross, wound- 
ed and suffering from shock and 
fever, refused to be evacuated 
when his marine unit was ordered 
to the rear after being isolated in 
dangerously located underbrush. 
Instead, he stood guard over his 
wounded pals in a fox hole ex- 
posed to a hidden machine gun 
nest. He fired more than 450 
rounds of ammunition, pitched 
hand grenades and prayed. He 
killed at least seven Japs, and his 
rescuers said he probably got 10 
more. ~- 


His commanding officer recom- 
mended him for either the Navy 
Cross or the Army’s Distinguished 
Service Cross. 


The Neil plaque, awarded to the 
man who did the most for boxing 
during the year, will be presented 
at the association’s annual dinner 
early in 1943. Members hope Bar- 
ney will be.on hand to accept the 
award in person. 


He is expected back in the 
United States in January, but if 
he is unable to attend the dinner, 
the award will be presented to a 
ranking marine officer who will 
accept in‘the boxer’s behalf.

All playgrounds should be kept 
open through the daylight hours, 
so that childrén can use them be- 
fore and afterschool, Many moth- 


[= crowded towns such as exist 


ers are absent from their homes and. 


children freed from school do not 
want to go home, If there is a 
pleasant playground, with teachers 
in attendance, they can go there 
and be safe. Otherwise they are 
left on the streets to their own de- 
vices, and to the mercies of those 
who would use them for their own 
bad ends. 

All churches should be open all 
day, and into the night. Never 
were they needed moré than now 
when people, beset by fear and torn 
by worry, seek some ray of com- 


fort, some solace in spiritual com- 


munion. Older people turn in- 
stinctively to the church with the 
open door, and I have seen many 
a child slip in to say his prayers. 


The agencies that do social work 
must. stay open longer hours. 
Emergencies, and there are many 
today, do not keep regular hours, 
and if our social agencies are to be 
useful their hours must be length- 
ened, their staffs increased. War 
brings sadness, difficulty, impera- 
tive needs, and our public institu- 
tions, and those privately support- 
ed ones that serve the public, must 
open wide their doors and increase 
their service. 


Immediately comes the question 
as to how this can be managed 


when every dollar and every work- 
er is needed for the war. I can 
only say that the civilian popula- 
tion are in this war, too. They are 
a big part of it and their needs 
must be met if we are to succeed. 
The people must be fed and 
housed and their spiritual needs 
must be met. This is as imperative 
a demand as is the support of the 
services. It must not go unheed- 
ed. 

We need extra teachers, not 
fewer. Extra social service work- 
ers, extra hospital services, nurs- 
ery schools and restaurants where 
food can be obtained in good quali- 
ity at low cost. These are needs 
that are making themselves felt 
in every crowded town today.

In all such places there are or- 
ganizations dedicated to service. 
If some of them will take over 
these problems and keep at them 
until some solution is found, they 
will be doing a major service highly 
important to our war effort. Here 
are some of the needs: 

Playgrounds that are open all 
day and evening under skilled du- 
pervision. Schools that run all day 
and evening manned by competent 
teachers. Nursery schools manned 
by trained workers, nurses, teach- 
ers and physicians.

N the day a little more than 
two years ago when Broadway 
Producer John Golden first

will be necessary to find an 
actress in her early twenties, who 
can look nineteen, who has years 
of expérience in show business, 
who is up to her knees in saw- 
dust. She must be able to play 
comedy and tragedy. She must be 


able to play one of the longest 


parts ever written to my knowl- 
edge, 140 odd sides, and play the 
hell out of it. The odds are a 
thousand to one that there is no 
such actress.” 

The actress who filled Golden’s 
amazing specifications and against 
whose existence he gave thousand- 
to-one odds is Dorothy McGuire, 
the Omaha (Neb.) cinderella, who 
stepped out of nonentity as an 
understudy into overnight fame in 
the title role of the Broadway 
hit, which opens Christmas night 
at the American Theater in St. 
Louis. . 

“I was too despondent over my 
lack of theatrical success to care 
about anything the day I walked 
into the Golden ‘office,” Dorothy 
explained while twisting her 
straight, stringy hair around some 
tin curlers. “And now, even after 
playing the role of ‘Claudia’ for 
15 months in New York, I some- 
times still can’t believe what has 
happened to me.” 

When the curtain fell on the 
opening night of “Claudia” on Feb- 


_Tuary 12, 1941, Dorothy had her 


first taste of triumph. As the cast 
took curtain call after curtain 
call, the audience yelled for Dor- 
othy McGuire. 

“Excited and bewildered, I stum- 
bled forward to take my first solo 
curtain call,” Dorothy said solemn- 
ly. “I’m sure I shall never have 
another moment like it again.” 

The story of Dorothy’s struggles 
that finally landed her in the lap 
of theatrical fame sounds like the 
invention of-a movie script writer. 
At 13, she joined the Omaha Little 
Theater. Timid and shy, she agon- 
ized over her little theater roles 
and insisted to herself that she 
was no good, even when the direc- 
tor praised her work. Then some- 
thing happened. Henry Fonda 
came to Omaha to guest star at 
the Little Theater and Dorothy 
was chosen to play opposite him 
in Barrie's “A Kiss for Cinder- 
ella.” 

“I didn’t lose my shyness, but I 
did lose that awful feeling that I 
was no good,” she said. “And it 
was then that I knew suddenly 
that I would never want to be 
anything but an actress. Up until 
that time I had toyed with the 
idea of becoming either an opera 
singer, an artist or a dancer. But 
after ‘A Kiss for Cinderella,’ I was 
positively on fire with the ambi- 
tion to become an actress.”

Stir while heating un- 
til pudding is smooth and thick. 
Reduce heat, cover and stir occa- 
sionally while cooking 10 minutes 
more. Add a little hot pudding to 
beaten egg, stir and return to dou- 
ble boiler to heat about two min- 
utes. Remove from+heat, add but- 
ter and vanilla and stir frequently 
while cooling to prevent a tough 
film forming on top.
